WASRIXQTON, Aug. 16 —The executive 
committee appointed by the demo- 
cratic silver conference to effect a 
permanent organization met at 
the 
Metropolitan hotel today and decided 
not to attempt to complete the national 
comnjittee for the present. 
The post- 
ponement was rendered necessary by 
the fact that the committee had re- 
ceived the names o! proper men for the 
national 
organiztiion from only the 
states represented at the conference. 
Tbey consider it desireable that the 
best advice possible should be had in 
the selection of the committee and after 
distributing the work of obtaining the 
Eecessary information among the mem- 
bers of the executive committee, ad- 
journed, subject to the call of the chair 
man. 
Colonel Young said today that 
it was the purpose of the executive 
committee to complete the national or- 
ganization as soon as practicable. 
It is 
probable that the meeting for the an- 
nouncement of this committee will be 
held in some western city, and St. 
Louis has been suggested as the place 
most conveniently located. 
It is also 
expected that permanent headquarters 
will be chosen at this meeting. 
There 
is some division of opinion as to where 
the headquarters should be. 
Some of 
the members of the committee advo- 
cate locating at Washington, 
while 
others are of the opinion that a western 
city would be preferable. 
A large ma- 
jority of the delegates to the conference 
have left for their homes.

paper saya the last link in the chain of 
evidence against Theodore Darrant has 
been discovered. 
A woman who lives 
across the street from Emanuel church 
has reported to the police that she saw 
Durrant and Blanche Lamont enter 
the church at 4:10 on April 3rd, the 
day of Mies Lament's disappearance. 
The woman's name is Mrs. L?ake and 
she leaves at 124 Bartlett street 
She 
is fifty years of age and has boen a 
member oi the church a number of 
years. 
She knew both Durrant 
and 
Miss Lamont intimately and therefore 
cannot be mistaken with regard to the 
identity of either. 
She says she has 
remained silent since the discovery of 
the bodies of the two girls because she 
did not wish to undergo the annoyance 
of being a witness in the case and 
did 
not 
consent 
to 
divulge 
her 
information to the police until she 
became convinced that it was a duty 
she owed to the state. 
On April 3d 
Mrs. Leake sat at the window of her 
residence nearly all the afternoon look- 
ing for her daughter, whom she expect- 
ed to arrive irom San Matio. 
At 4 
o'clock fihe saw a couple coming up the 
street, one of whom she iaetantly recog- 
nized as Durrant, but at first she was 
puzzled over the identity of the girl. 
She first thought that the young lady 
was Lucille Turner, but as the couple 
came nearer, Mrs. Leake recognized 
the girl as Blanche Lamont. 
Miss La- 
mont wore a short school girl's dreps 
and carried a package of school books. 
The dress and the school books were 
afterwards 
found 
secreted 
in the 
church. 
When the couple reached the 
church gat© they stopped for a mo- 
ment, Durrant opened the gate and they 
papsed through. 
Mrs. Leake, /rom her 
point of observation, wai watching them 
and when the girl stepped through the 
gate way she said to herself, "What an 
imprudent thing for her to do." 
Mrs. 
Leake knew nothing detrimental to 
Durrant. 
She had always considered 
him "such an exemplary young man/' 
but 
notwithstanding 
the 
!act she 
thought it exceedingly imprudent for 
the girl to go into the church with him 
alone. 
She feared some one might have 
seen them and make unpleasant re- 
marks. 
She imagined that they had 
some errand in the church and ex- 
pected in a few minutes that they 
would come out. 
She watched care- 
fully but the gate did not open. 
There 
is only one entrance to Emanuel church 
during the week and that is by the side 
gate and rear door. 
Mrs. Leake knew 
that the young people would have to 
pass through the gate, and she wanted 
to see them on the street again before 
she left the window. 
She waited a 
long time but household duties finally 
called her to another part of her flat 
and she was obliged to give up the 
vigil. 
Mrs. Leake's testimony com- 
pletes the chain of evidence against 
Durrant. 
Three school girls sar.- Dur- 
rant and Blanche Lamont riding on a 
Powell street car at 3:30 on the day 
that Miss Lamont disappeared. 
Attor- 
ney Quilan saw the couple a few blocks 
from the church a few minutes before 
4 o'clock. 
Now comes Mrs. 
Leake 
with "I saw Durrant and Miss Lamont 
enter the church a few minutes later." 
George King, the organist, has already 
testified that he entered the church 
about 5 o clock ard saw Durrant com- 
ing out down from the attic. 
Dur- 
rant's hair was disheveled, his face was 
red, he was panting for breath and was 
in a state of utter physical and nervous 
coll&pse. 
In answer to inquiries he ex 
plained that he had been engaged in 
repairing electric wires in the organ 
loft and had been overcome by gas. 
An expert electrician afterwards ex- 
amined the v/ires and testified that no 
repairs of the nature Durrant claimed 
to have made had been made 
within 
six months.

Among those boats were 120 belonging 
to the army stores department. 
They 
were laden with supplies destined for 
the use of the troops in the L'ao Tung 
peninsula. 


The bark Helen W. Almy has arrived 
from Bataritari. 
The ves?el. since she 
left here, has been among tho Marshall 
and Carolie groups and while cruising 
about the latter islands the town of 
Yap was almost totally destroyed by a 
hurricane. 
The bark was at the oppo- 
site and of the group at the time and 
escaped the blow. 
D D. O'Keefe, one 
of the wealthiest traders in the south 
seas, is reported to have lost all the 
way from $25 000 to $50 000 by the 
storm 
His store and dwelling were 
completely demolished and and consid- 
erable stock was killed. O'Keefe is the 
owner 
of 
the St. David group of 
islands and also large interests in Hong 
Kong. 


G E N E R A L 
IMBODBN. 
I>eath of a Famous Confederate Caval- 
ry General. 


RICHMOND, Va , Aug. 16—Gen. John 
D. Imboden, the famous confedérale 
cavalry general, who died yesterday at 
Abingdon, in southwest Virginia, was a 
native of Augusta county, Va , and a 
graduate of the Virginia Military insti- 
tute. 
He represented that county iu 
the legislature and at the beginning of 
the civil war raised a company 
and 
entered the confederate army. 
He 
rose rapidly to the command of a cav- 
alry brigade and participated in all the 
principal battles. 
After the war he en- 
gaged largely in mining and railroad 
enterprises. 
He met with frequent re- 
verses, however, and died a poor man. 
He was seventy-five years old and had 
been married four times. 
His 
last 
wife and several children survive him.

They say the sentiment against 
allowing the nomination to come to 
this caunty still exists.

The Electric Railroad from Thig 


City to Lake 
Everett. 


Owners of the Koad an<l the Commis- 
sioners A^ree on Conditions~-Fran- 
chise Will be Granted Monday. 


The franchise to build the street 
electric railway from this city to Lake 
Everett will be granted by the county 
commissioners on Monday next. 
Ail 
the terms and conditions of the fran- 
chise have been agreed to between the 
commissioners and the owners of the 
road, and as soon as the company se 
cures its articles of incorporation from 
Indianapolis, 
which will be before 
Monday, it will be given a franchise. 
The condition in the proposed fran- 
chise, allowing some other company to 
use the tracks, after they had been 
built, by the payment of half the cost 
of construction and running expenses, 
was stricken out and the Lake Everett 
railway company are given the full 
control of the road, and the exclusive 
right to use its tracks for the purpose 
of running their electric cars. 


The principal provisions of the fran- 
chise have already been 
published. 
The company is to construct a road 
which, in its grades, will conform to 
the grades of the roads along which it 
runs, the outside rail of the tracks is 
to be ten feet from the center of the 
highway and the road and its beds are 
to be 
first-class 
in every 
respect. 
They are to run at least two trains of 
cars on it each way every day and the 
limit of maximum speed is to be 
twenty-five miles an hour. 
The road is 
to be commenced within ninety days 
and finished and in operation within a 
year. 
The company is to give an in- 
demnity bond that they will comply 
with all tbe conditions laid down by 
the commissioners in the 
franchise. 
The single rate fare to Lake Everett is 
to be 15 cents, and the round trip 25 
cents. 


Mr. Chas. E Everett, the president 
of the company, said to a SENTINEL re- 
porter that his company would 
begin 
the building of the road as soon as the 
franchise was granted and that they 
expected to have it in operation this 
fall. The commissioners and the com- 
pany are fully in accord, he said, and 
we will comply with every provision of 
the franchise, 
Mr. Everett is a hustler 
and he will push the road to a rapid 
completion. 
The road will be thirteen 
miles long. 
The advantages that will 
flow from it in every way, and the 
stimulus it will give to other enter- 
prise.«!, will be of immense benefit to 
the city and all the surrounding coun- 
try-

THE Novedades, an organ of the 
Spanish government, makes the ofiicial 
announcement from Madrid that Spain 
will have 156,722 soldiers under arms 
in Cuba by September 5. This total 
includes the 25,000 soldiers to be dis 
patched from Spain between August 22 
and September 5, on fourteen steam- 
ships of the Spanish transatlantic line 
chartered for that purpose. 
When 
this reinforcement arrives there will be 
76.271 regulars and 80,000 volunteers.

A man who has 
recently visited him says that he has 
traveled extensively through Virginia, 
Kentucky, Indiana, and "old north- 
west" in search of historical docu • 
ments, and has made an immensely 
valuable collection. 
He verifies every 
statement made in his history, and 
as lavish in his expenditure of money 
as he is of time. 
He frequently has 
five or six assistants aiding him, and 
he has expended fully $50,000 in the 
purchase of historical documents. Mr. 
English lacks a few weeks of being 
seventy-three years old. 
He is said to 
be the largest individual owner of real 
estate in the state of Indiana.

good report, think on these.''

I>r. Richardson on Cycling. 


The eminent London physician, Dr. 
Benjamin Ward Richardson, speaks his 
mind in The North American Review on 
the subject of cycling. 


The lively old doctor is almost as 
great an enthusiast on cycling as many 
a boy young enough to bo his grandson. 
He tells us in what way it does good 
and in what way harm. He declares at 
the outset his opinion that the exercise 
has been of the greatest benefit to large 
numbers of people. It has made them 
use the muscles of their legs. 
" I t has 
called out good mental qualities; it has 
taken away from close rooms, courts 
and streets hundreds of thousands of 
persons who would otherwise never have 
had the opportunity of getting into the 
fresh air and seeing the verdant fields 
and woods, the lakes and rivers and the 
splendid scenery that adorn our land. " 
He has found cycling useful in the cure 
of a number of diseases, among thom 
fatty degeneration of the heart, gout, 
dyspepsia, varico.se veins, melancliolia 
and "distinctly aufcmia. " 
One fact ho 
has found out ought to make all the old 
men and women in civilization take to 
cycling—namely, he has discovered that 
it revivifies and rejuvenates the failing 
powers of old age. 


On the other hand, there are dangers 
attending wheeling. 
In one word, all 
these dangers are due to overexerciso. 
Breaking records ho pronounces a foolish 
business. He has seen a youtli who 
seemed to be all legs, without any up- 
per parts to speak of, just because ho 
had gone mad nrcr cycling. Then, again, 
those wlio loan constantly forward on 
their wlieels bccoinc permanently round 
shouldered and stiff in the spine. More- 
over, when you find you cannot sloop 
after bicycle riding, it is a sign you 
have been riding too hard.

The Slanltoba School Question. 
The most important issue Canada ha» 
to deal with at present is the Manitoba 
public school question. In our republic 
the state appropriates money for the use 
of the public school, which is under- 
stood to be the state school, creedless, 
so that all may attend it with a clear 
conscience, Jew, Greek, Roman Catho- 
lic and Protestant. If parents want any 
particular creed taught to their children 
it is the part of those parents to have it 
taught at home, or at least outside of 
the public schoolhouse and school hours. 
In New York state some years ago the 
school fund was divided and given part- 
ly for the maintenance of parochial 
schools. But the new constitution adopt- 
ed last fall expressly prohibits this from 
being done any longer. 
Now the publio 
school is open to all children whose par- 
ents see fit to send them thereto, and no 
creed is allowed to be taught in any shape 
or form. 
This is plainly in accord with 
the intent of the United States constitu- 
tion. 
In the Canadian provinces, how- 
ever, the school fund is still divided and 
a portion of it appropriated to separate 
use of the Roman Catholics. 
The prov- 
ince of Manitoba, being largely Protest- 
ant, has refused to do this. After much 
trouble and discussion her legislature 
finally passed a law appropriating the 
public school fund to the state school, 
with no provision for assisting the sepa- 
rate Roman Catholic parochial schools. 
The Catholics of the territory appealed 
to the Dominion government to force 
Manitoba to divide the fund. An order 
was given to that effect. 
Manitoba re- 
fused to obey on the ground that the Do- 
minion government had no jurisdiction 
in this purely territorial issue. 


So the matter stands. 
The Catholics 
of the French provinces are endeavoring 
to force the government to compel Mani- 
toba to divide the fund, while Manitoba 
as steadily refuses. 
The question must 
come before the next Canadian parlia- 
ment. But Manitoba can settle the mat- 
ter for herself by seceding 
from the 
Canadian confederation. Would the oth- 
er province permit her to do it? 


The French have obtained electricity 
cheaply and utilized it for agricultural 
purposes iu a way undiscovered even 
by Americans. 
A pole 40 to 50 feet 
high is planted in the ground. 
On top 
is placed a row of insulated copper 
spikes. 
These collect electricity from 
the atmosphere and pass it down over 
an insulated wire to the ground. The 
apparatus is called a geomagnetifere. 
The pole is set up in the midst of a 
vegetable garden. Buried in the ground 
underneath the garden at a depth of 
from four to six feet is a network of 
galvanized iron wire. This receives the 
electricity 
from 
the wire that runs 
down the polo and scatters it through 
the soil beneath the plants. 
Great re- 
.sults are claimed as following 
this 
utilization of electricity in agriculture. 
It hurries up the sprouting of vegetables 
and increases tJie yield 60 per cent. It 
increases also the flavor, richness and 
juiciness of fruits. It is said that an 
electric pole 00 feet high will do as 
much for fruits and vegetables as ten 
times its cost iu fertilizers could ac- 
compli.sh.

MR. PAINTON INVENTS ONE TO GO 


TO EUROPE IN THAT TIME.

The ir.ou'-'l of a sti ;nnslnp drsi'xned to 
make 08 luuitical luilcs ;i:i In iir aiid to 
cross the ocean in thrco days'wa.'i exhib- 
ited in the Maritime Exchange in 
York recently by Mr. Richard Painto:i, 
the inventor of tlie .'system of ,prr)])nI'-ion. 
It; is thus described in his own words: 


"This is a working model made by 
Stedhani & Mareeron, model makers for 
the United States navy. 
My object in 
exhibiting here is to form a stock com- 
pany with a paid in capital of §-3,000,- 
000. The model repre.'-ent.s a vessel 630 
feet long, capable (;f carrying 2,500 pas- 
sengers, 400 olBcer.s and .sailors, 5,000 
tons of coal, 4,000 tons of freight, 400 
tons of food for tho passengers and 800 
tons of food for the crew. 


" I gave the model a successful trial 
before the board 'of naval constructors 
and engineers at Philadelphia, and I 
have the assurance of Chief Engineer 
Melville of the navy that my system of 
distributing power and my patent pro- 
pellers will revolutionize the construc- 
tion of ocean going vessels. 
I will ex- 
hibit the model before the house of rep- 
resentatives and the senate when con- 
gress convenes in December, and I will 
endeavor to have an appropriation bill 
passed to build a cruiser that will be 
superior to anything that the naval pow 
ers of the world can show. 
The distri 
bution of power is the whole secret. We 
have a series of from 14 to 20 propel 
lers, four at the stern, four at the bow 
and from four to eight on each side of 
the vessel. 
They are all worked by in- 
dependent motors, and a vessel could be 
propelled by any one of them. 
Again, 
the distribution of power permits a ves- 
sel to turn on its own axis. The engines 
are worked like ordinary stationary en- 
gines ashore. 


"The shafts that work the propellers 
are from 12 to 25 feet in length and 
weigh from 5 to 10 tons each. 
At 
present the shafts of an ocean steamship 
are 65 feet long and weigh about 60 
tons. 
The four propellers on the bows 
have a twofold duty. In the first place, 
they help to propel the ship either for- 
ward, backward or sideways, and in 
the second place they keep the bow 
steady in rough weather and save the 
strain on the stern propellers. The mo- 
tors are not connected with each other. 
They have a capacity of 6 1-8 horse- 
power, and can work the propellers at 
an average speed of 1,800 revolutions a 
minute. 
Under the system the ship 
would average 88 knots an hour. 


" A vessel propelled by such a system 
would save fully 60 per cent in coal. 
Should somo of the propellers become 
disabled the passengers would not be 
subjected to any worry or discomfort, 
as was the case on La Gascogne last 
winter. I estimate the cost of a passen- 
ger steamer at about $1,500,000. 
This 
would cover the cost of every modem 
convenience. 


"Engineer Melville is interested in 
my propellers. 
If the Cushing had not 
sailed I would havo improved on her 
propellers and increased her speed 
knots an hour. 
The secret of the alter- 
nating propeller is this: The blades are 
constructed like a fish's tail. When the 
blades strike the water they present a 
great sm'face of resistance, and while 
recovering they present a surface akin 
to the edge of a knife, and by having 
two propellers in succession the other 
takes up the w'ork that the first one can- 
not accomplish. 
No power is lost, and 
no wash results from the whole series 
of propellers. 


"The whole system of propellers is 
worked by a switchboard which is oper- 
ated in the charthouse. 
Any propeller 
can be run or .stopped at will, and in 
this way the captain is independent of 
his officers or crew."—New York Jour- 
nal.

DISGRACKFCL AFFAIR AT ANDREWS. 


The particulars of a stabbing affray 
which happened at Andrews last Tues- 
day night have just come to light. The 
fight is thus described by the Hunting- 
ton Democrat: 
"Fifteen men 
were 
assembled in the yard back of N. B. 
Williams' saloon, the barkeeper haying 
ju8t locked the doors. 
Some of the 
men were under the influence of liquor 
and it was not long before they became 
involved in a quarrel. 
The partici- 
pants of the quarrel were James Eagan, 
a Wabash engineer; 
John Martin, a 
brakeman, and John Geisman, who is 
employed as an extra brakeman 
and 
only recently went to Andrews from 
Fort Wayne. 
It seems that the quar- 
rel originated from a remark made by 
Martin and substantiated by Engineer 
Eagan, that he did not propose to lay 
off to give an extra brakeman a chance 
whether the extra got anything to do 
or not? 
Geisman took offense at this 
remark, he beiog the extra brakeman 
meant, and became very angry, when, 
it is alleged, 
Martin 
and 
Eagan, 
with drawn 
knives in their hands, 
jumped upon Geisman and cut him in 
several 
places. 
One 
cut 
extended 
clear across the back of 
his 
neck, 
another one on the right arm several 
inches in length and 
cut 
through 
the 
muscle 
to 
the 
bone, 
and 
Btill 
another 
cut 
in 
the 
back, 
but 
this 
only 
penetrated 
Geis- 
man's clothing, bartly scratching the 
skin. 
While the cutting was going on 
Geisman 
knocked 
Engineer 
Eagan 
down and punched his face in a ter- 
rible manner, until he became too weak 
from the loss of blood to continue 
his 
punishment. 
At this time, other par- 
ties interfered and stopped 
further 
bloodshed. 
Geisman was taken to the 
oflBce of Dr. H. O. Wells, where his in- 
juries were attended to. 
The 
wound 
he received in the arm gaped open one 
inch in width, and'is of a serious na- 
ture, while the wound in the back of 
the neck is a very painful one, the 
knife not penetrating the flesh over a 
quarter of an inch in depth, but never- 
theless making an ugly wound. 
After 
the affair leaked out, last evening, Mar- 
tin resigned his position, while 
Engi- 
neer Eagan went to Logansport 
this 
morning, summoned there to give evi- 
dence in the inquest held over the 
body ofj Philemon Beebe, who was run 
over and killed at that place by 
his 
train. Geisman and Eagan are married 
men, the former's wife residing 
in 
Fort Wayne, while the latter's family 
reside some place in Ohio. 
Martin is a 
single man, and came out of the fight 
without a scratch.

WASIUSOTON, Aug. 16 —The executive 


committee Appointed by the demo- 
cratic silver conference to effect a 
permanent organization met at the 
Metropolitan hotel today and decided 
not to attempt to complete the national 
committee for the present. The post- 
ponement was rendered necessary by 
the fact that the committee had re- 
ceived the names oi proper men for the 
national organizition from only the 
states represented at the conference. 
They consider it desireable that the 
best advice possible should be had in 
the selection of the committee and after 
distributing the work of obtaining the 
necessary information among the mem- 
bers of the executive committee, ad- 
journed, subject to tho call of the chair" 
man. Colonel Young said today that 
it was the purpose of the executive 
committee to complete the national or- 
ganization as soon as practicable. 
It is 


probable that the meeting for the an- 
nouncement of this committee will be 
held in some western city, and St. 
Louis has been suggested aa the place 
most conveniently located. It IB also 
expected that permanent headquarters 
will be chosen at this m»eting 
There 


is some division of opinion as to where 
the headquarters should be. Some of 
the members o? tho comniittee advo- 
cate locating at Washington, while 
others are of the opinion that a western 
city would be preferable. 
A large ma- 


jority of the delegates to the conference 
have left for their homes.

She first thought that the young lady 
was Lucille Turner, but as the couple 
dime nearer, Mrs Leako recognized 
the girl as Blanche Lamont 
Miss La- 


mont wore a short scttool girl's drees 
and carried a package of school books. 
The dress and the school books were 
afterwards 
found 
secreted in the 


church. When the couple reached tho 
church gats they stopped for a mo 
rnent, Durrant opened the gate and they 
passed through. Mrs. Leake, from her 
print of observation, was watching them 
and when the girl stepped through the 
gate way she said to herself, "What an 
imprudent thing for her to do."

electric railway from this city to Lake 
Everett will be granted by the county 
commissioners on Monday next.

the terms and conditions of the fran- 
chise have been agreed to between the 
commissioners and the owners of the 
road, and as soon as the company sa 
cures its articles of incorporation from 
Indianapolis, which will be belore 
Monday, it will bo given a franchise. 
The condition in the proposed fran- 
chise, allowing some other company to 
use the tracks, after they had been 
built, by the payment of half the cost 
of construction and running expenses, 
was stricken out and the Lake Everett 
railway company sre given the 
full 


control of the road, and the exclusive 
right to me its tracks for the purpose 
of running their electric care. 


The principal provisions of the fran- 


chise have already been published. 
The company is to construct a road 
which, in its grades, will conform to 
the grades of the roads along which it 
runs, the outside rail of the tracks is 
to be ten feet from the center of the

I>r. Richardson on Cycling. 


The ooiiuent London physician, Dr. 


Benjamiii Ward Richardson, tpeaks his 
mind in The North American Eeview on 
tho subject of cycling. 


The lively old doctor is almost as 


great an enthusiast on cycling as many 
a boy yonug enough to bo his grandson. 
Ho tells us 111 what way it does good 
and in what way harm. Ho declares at 
the outlet his opinion that tho cxoreiso 
has beeii of tho greatest benefit to large 
numbers of people. It has made them 
use the muscles of their legs. "It has 
called one good mental qualities; it has 
taken away from close rooms, courts 
and streets hundreds of thousands of 
persons who would otherwise never have 
had tho opportunity of getting into the 
froth air nnd seeing the verdant fields 
and woods, the lakes and rivers and tho 
splendid scenery that adoru onr land." 
He has fonud cycling useful in the cure 
of a number of diseases, among thorn 
fatty degeneration of the heart, gout, 
dyspepsia, varicose veins, melancholia 
and "distinctly arisomia." Ons fact ho 
has found out ought to make nil tho old 
mcu aud women in civilization take to 
cycling—namely, he has discovered that 
it revivifies aud rejuvenates tho failing 
powers of old age. 


On tho other hand, there are dangers 


attending wheeling 
In ono word, all 


thcfo dangers mo dno to overoxerckc. 
Breaking records ho pronounces a foolish 
business 
Ho has seen a youth who 


fieemed to bo all legs, without any up- 
per parts to speak of, jnsfr because ho 
had gonn mad over cycling. Then, ag;iin, 
those who loan constantly forward on 
their wheels become permanently lound 
shouldered and stiff in tho spine. More- 
over, when yon find you cannot sloop 
after bicyclo riding, it is a sign yon 
have been riding too hard. 


The Manitoba School Question. 
The most important issue Canada ha* 


to deal with at present is the Manitoba 
public school question. In onr republic 
the state appropriates money for tho use 
of the public school, which is under- 
stood to be the state school, creedless, 
BO that all may attend it with a clear 
conscience, Jew, Greek, Komaii Catho- 
lic and Protestant. If parents want any 
particular creed taught to their children 
it is the part of those parents to have it 
taught at, home, or at least outside of 
tho public schoolhonse and sthool hours. 
In New York state some years ago the 
school fund was divided and given part- 
ly for the maintenance of parochial 
schools. But the new constitution adopt- 
ed last fall expressly prohibits this from 
being done any longer. Now the public 
school is open to all children whose par- 
ents ECO fit to send them thereto, and no 
creed is allowed to bo taught in any shape 
or form. This is plainly in accord with 
the intent of the United States constitu- 
tion. In the Canadian provinces, how- 
ever, the school fund is still divided and 
a portion of it appropriated to separate 
uso of the Bomaii Catholics. Tho prov- 
ince of Manitoba, being largely Protest- 
ant, has refused to do this 
After ranch 


trouble and discussion her legislature 
finally passed a law appropriating the 
public school fund to the state school, 
with no provision for assisting the sepa- 
rate Roman Catholic parochial schools. 
The Catholics of the territory appealed 
to the Dominion government to force 
Manitoba to divide the fund. An order 
was given to that effect. 
Manitoba re- 


fused to obey on the gronnd that the Do- 
minion government had no jnrisdiction 
in this purely territorial issue. 


So the matter stands. The Catholics 


of the French provinces are endeavoring 
to force tho government to compel Mani- 
toba to divide the fund, while Manitoba 
as steadily refuses. 
The question must 


come before tho noxt Canadian parlia- 
ment. But Manitoba can settle f he mat- 
ter for herself by seceding from the 
Canadian confederation. Would the oth- 
er provinces permit her to do it?

Tho .French have obtained electricity 


cheaply and utilized it for agricultural 
proposes in iv way undiscovered oven 
by Americans. A pole 40 to 60 feet 
high is planted in tho ground. 
On top 


is placed a zow of insulated copper 
spikes. These collect electricity from 
the atmosphere and pass it down over 
an insulated wire to the ground. The 
apparatus is called a geomagiietifere. 
The pole is set up iu the midst of B 
vegetable garden. Buried iu tho ground 
underneath the gaiden at a depth of 
from four to six feet is> a network of 
galvanized iron vfire. This receives the 
electricity from 
tho wire that runs 


down tho polo and scatters it through 
tho soil beneath the plants. Great re- 
sults are claimed as following this 
utilization of electricity in agriculture. 
It hnrnes up the sprouting of vegetables 
and increases tho yield 60 per cent. It 
increases also tho flavor, richness and 
juiciness of fruits 
It is eaid that an 


electric polo 00 feet high will do nn 
much for fruits and vegetables as ten 
tunes its cobt in fertilizers could ac- 
complish

StedluiBi & Marceroii, model makers for 
the United States navy. My object in 
exhibiting here is to form n stock com- 
pany with a paid lu nipital of $3,000,- 
000. 
The model repic'-fiit-v a vessel 63G 


feet long, capable of i'.niyinf;2,oOO pas- 
sengers, 400 officers and sailors, 5,000 
tons of coal, 4,000 toils of fieight, 400 
tons of food for the passengers and 800 
tons of food for tho crew. 


"I gave the model a successful trial 


before tho board 'of iinvnl constructors 
and engineers at Philadelphia, and I 
have the assnrauce of Chief Engineer 
Melvillo of the navy that my system of 
distributing power and my patent pro 
pellers will revolutionize the construc- 
tion of ocean going vessels. 
I will ex- 


hibit tho model before the house of rep- 
resentatives and the senate when con- 
gress convenes iu December, and I will 
endeavor to have an appropriation bill 
passed to build a crniser that will be 
snperior 10 anything that the naval pow- 
ers of the world can show. The distri- 
bution of power is the whole secret. We 
have ft series of from 14 to 20 propel- 
lers, four at the stern, four at the how 
and from four to eight on each side of 
tho vessel. They me all worked by in- 
dependent motors, and a vessel could be 
propelled by any one of them. 
Again, 


the distribution of power permits a ves- 
sel to turn 011 its own axis. The engines 
are worked like ordinary stationary en- 
gines ashore. 


"The shafts that work the propellers 


are from 12 to 25 feet in length nnd 
weigh from 5 to 10 tons each. 
At 


present the shafts of an ocean steamship 
iire OB feet loiig and weigh about 00 
tons. The four propellers on the bows 
have a. twofold duty. In tho first; place, 
they help to propel tho t.hip either for- 
ward, backward or sideways, aud in 
the second place they keep the bow 
steady in rough weather and save tlie 
strain on the stern propellers. The mo- 
tors are not connected with each other. 
They have ft capacity of 6 1-8 horse- 
power, ;md can work tho propellers at 
an average speed of 1,800 revolntions a 
minute. 
Under the system the ship 


•would average 38 kuots nn hour. 


"A vessel propelled by tuch n system 


would save fully GO per cent in coal 
Should some of tho propellers become 
disabled tho passengers would not be 
subjected to any worry or discomfort, 
as was the case 011 La Gascogne last 
winter. I estimate the cost of a passen- 
ger steamer at about $1,000,000.

would cover the cost of every modern 
convenience.

When tho 
blades strike the water they present a 
great surface of resistance, and while 
lecovering they present a surface flkiii 
to tho edge of a knife, and by having 
two propellers in succession the other 
takes up the work that the first one can- 
not accomplish. No power is lost, and 
no wash results from the whole series 
of propelleis. 


"Tho whole system of propellers is 


worked by a switchboard which is oper- 
ated in the charthonso. Any propeller 
can he ran or stopped at will, and in 
this way tho captain is independent of 
his officers or crew."—Now York Jour-
